RE: GW ARTIST DRAWS THE RUINS IN WASHINGTON’S FUTURE 

A collection of six recently completed works by noted George 
Washington University art professor Arthur Hall Smith takes as 
its theme what Washington landmarks would look like in a future 
ruined state. Says Smith of his quill drawings with sumi and india 
ink wash, "The imaginary ruination of Washington buildings has 
been an obsession with me since 1969. I suspect the motive lies 
somewhere between playful pretense and preventive archaeology." 

When Smith first began his future ruins drawings, he discovered 
that he'd resurrected a form once popular in mid-18th century 
France. He is one of very few American artists presently taking 
such a theme for his work. 

Smith cautions the viewer not to take the drawings too seriously. 
His is not an apocalyptic vision, but rather one in which visual 
puns abound. In the enclosed print of Smith's "The Owl of 
Minerva (Main Reading Room, Library of Congress), " for example, 
note the human figures reading by torchlight.

In 1960 a group of scientists at the University of Illinois 
published an article in Science magazine which showed that if 
world population continued on its course, in the year 2026, less 
than 50 years away, the population of the earth would go to 
infinity. Despite recent progress in birth control and family 
planning, the trend has not yet changed. 

The article by Heinz Von Foerster, Patricia M. Mora and 
Lawrence W. Amiot caused a sensation in the scientific community. 
It claimed that technological development and industrialization 
promote population growth rather than inhibit it as demographers 
had previously believed. 

The ultimate test, of course, is the ability of a theory 
or equation to predict events. The world population that the 
doomsday equation predicted for 1970 was considerably larger 
than other predictions by international organizations. But the 
doomsday equation proved to be correct. The latest reports on 
world population show that the doomsday equation is once again 
accurate. It may be time for a reassessment of international 
family planning efforts.

STATUS OF WOMEN IN ISRAEL DISCUSSED 

WASHINGTON, D.C. — American women are better fighters in the war against sex 
discrimination than Israeli women, according to Zohar Charthy, director of 
the Women's Bureau in the Ministry of Labor and Social Affairs in Israel because, 
she says, Israeli women have not suffered as badly as U.S. women. 

"We have the image of a very sophisticated country concerning women's problems," 
said Charthy, who discussed the status of women in Israel at a recent speech 
sponsored by the international program of George Washington University's 
Women's Studies Program and Policy Center. As reasons for this superior perception 
of Israeli women, she points to Golda Meir's role as prime minister and compulsory 
army service for Israeli women 18 to 20 years of age. 

"But the image we have is not the same as reality," she said. 

Because there is a scarcity of workers in the labor force and Israel is a 
small country of only three million people, women (who make up 38 percent of the 
labor force) are encouraged to work through government-sponsored day care centers 
and a 12-week maternity leave policy, she said.

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Couple that with the fact that government salaries are quite low, so men 
prefer to work in private enterprise, and Charthy says you have a situation where 
women remain clustered in the lowest-paying segment of the economy while they 
make what looks like startling increases statistically. For example, during the 
last five years women lawyers in civil service have increased from 18 to ^5 percent, 
engineers from 7 to 16 percent and chemists from 31 to 6^ percent. 

Charthy said a research project conducted at Tel Aviv University comparing 
sex segregation in occupations between Israel and the U.S. shows the picture is 
similar in both countries; that is, women are concentrated in traditional occupations 
except for four fields in which there are more Israeli than American women. They 
are psychology, 76 percent women in Israel, 36 percent U.S.; drafting, 70 percent 
women in Israel, 8 percent U.S.; social work, 77 percent women in Israel, 63 
percent U.S.; and therapy, 80 percent women in Israel, 3^ percent U.S. In the 
Israeli government, eight of 120 Parliament members are women and two of 12 
Supreme Court Judges are women. 

The most effective measure found to bring women into the labor force in 
Israel has been a government-sponsored (60-S0 percent subsidized) system of 
day care centers which Charthy worked to establish. "Our attitutdes toward day 
care centers are different from yours," she said. "We don't feel guilty about 
putting our children in a day care center and going to work." About 50 percent 
of working women in Israel have children under four years of age, she said. 

Charthy, a U.S. International Communications Agency-sponsored International 
Visitor, is travelling to several major U.S. cities including Philadelphia, 

Boston, Chicago, Denver, Seattle, San Francisco, Los Angeles and New York on 
a 30-day tour.

For 
his efforts in amassing the 25-book collection, Roberts, a GW sophomore 
majoring in political science, was awarded $300 in prize money and 
the privilege of having his aggregation displayed in the GW library 
through May 31. 

In addition to books, Roberts has gathered a sizeable amount of 
Marx brothers memorabilia in his parents' suburban home. He did 
indicate, though, that his collection doesn't include any of Groucho's 
cigars. When asked, he is able to rattle off the birthdays of the 
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brothers Marx and knows the copyright dates in his books without 
looking inside them. 

Roberts got his start in collecting in 1974, when his then next- 
door neighbor, retired Air Force Col. Robert Alan Green, suggested 
he begin collecting something. Green's interest is in the collection 
of silver. Roberts decided on the Marx brothers, he says, because 
he liked their movies. His first volume was given to him by his mother. 
Beds is now worth about $60 to the serious collector. 

Obviously pleased with the outcome, Roberts won the contest over 
such competition as 19th-century books on American art and art for 
childrens books. Roberts has definite plans for his prize money, 
presented by David S. Zeidberg, GW's curator of special collections. 
"I'll invest it in more memorabilia." Naturally.
